This is the case 
particularly iii the mountainous dis­ 
tricts rn the south. 
Recently evidence 
has been obtained of its extension into 
the north. 
A short time ago a large 
quantity of illicit whisky was captured 
iu Montana, 
and an 
investigation 
disclosed the fact that it. was manufac­ 
tured in Nebraska. 
That it is rapidly 
increasing and extending in many di­ 
rections internal revenue officers say is 
beyond doubt, and with only the $50, • 
(KHI appropriated by congress for the de­ 
tection aud suppression of illicit distil­ 
ling the internal revenue bureau is al­ 
most helpless to stem the tide. 
Just what reduction will De recom­ 
mended is not known, bot there are 
reasons for believing that SH) cents, the 
rate collected under the McKinley bill, 
will be fixed upon. 
Under the lower 
rate it is contended that the induce­ 
ments for violeting the law would be 
reduced and at the same time the reve­ 
nues would not suffer. No definite con­ 
clusion has been yet reached as to what 
the recommendation as to the tax on 
beer shall be, but it is altogether prob­ 
able that an increase will be advised. 
Senators Allison aud Aldrich have 
been placing the finishing touches to 
the tariff bill.

Old man Daniels had the proceeds of a 
robbery which the Thomas boys had 
committed and they demanded it of 
him under pain of death.

Last fall a German from Brenham 
was robbed of $65. Suspicion pointed 
to the four Thomas boys and they con­ 
fessed to having committed the theft, 
saying they had given $80 of the money 
to Henry Daniels.

This is largely because 
European markets did not Mist a ii the 
expectation of agreat foreign de ma lid 
after the outbreak of war, aud boca ise 
events appeared to foreshadow speedy 
peace, bat tile tidings from wheatgrow- 
ing states, the receipts from farms and 
the enormous exports of corn, all had 
influence. 
Corn exports have been 18,- 
250,197 bushels iii four weeks, against 
4,496,679 last year, while A tlantic ex­ 
ports of wheat in the same weeks, flour 
included, have been 
only 4,281,848 
bushels, against 4,597,216 last year. 
Nor is this surprising, for, if in use 
two bushels of corn only equal one 
bushel of wheat, two bushels of corn 
would cost about 60 cents, and the one

of wheat 
nearly 
HO cents. 
Western receipts have been reduced, 
perhaps in part by floods and interrup­ 
tion of traffic. 
The exports of gold would not. have 
much influence if there were not an 
extra ordinary increase in merchandise 
imports aud some decrease iii exports 
from New York, large for the last 
week, and 5 lier cent for April.

ports have increased about OO per cent 
over last year for the week aud for four 
weeks have been 80 per cent greater.

The most interesting story was 
told of William Withers, Jr., now or­ 
chestra leader for Mr. Daly, but at the 
time of tho assassination leader of the 
orchestra of Ford’s theater. 
Mr. Wethers enjoys the distinction of 
having not only been at the theater the 
night Lincoln was assassinated, but of 
baring been pierced by the dagger of 
the assassin just a few moments after 
Booth had fired the shot that made Lin­ 
coln a martyr. 
Every time he goes to 
W allington he is requested to tell this 
•tory, and, although many aud varied 
are the recitals of this thrilling event, 
Mr. Withers’ is somewhat different from 
the others. Here is the story as he tells 
It in the Washington Post: 
“ I was leader of the orchestra at the 
time, and as the president was to w it­ 
ness the performance of ‘Our American 
Cousin’ I thought that, as befitted the 
occasion, I would coni pose a song. Ho I 
did. It was entitled ‘Honor to Our Sol­ 
diers ’ and dedicated to the president. 
This was to be sung between two of the 
•cts by a quartet I had engaged and tho 
•ntire company, who were to be attired 
ill tho American colors. 
‘‘As I was on my way to the theater 
I met John Wilkes Booth just iii front 
.'-"Hi George H arry’s saloon, which ad­ 
joined the theater. 
It was a sultry 
Bight, aud Booth had his overcoat over 
bis arm. ‘Good evening, Billy, ’ he said. 
•Come aud have something?’ 
‘ "A s I was leaving to enter the thea­ 
ter Booth remarked, ‘I ’ll witness the 
performance to n ig h t’ I noticed nothing 
Strange about his demeanor aud subse­ 
quently saw him as I was coming out 
WOT the overture. 
. “ Soon the president, his wife, Major 
Rathbone aud Robert and Tad entered 
their box. 
I signaled for ‘Hail to the 
Chief,* and the audience cheered, aud 
the president turned smilingly and 
bowed. 
Then he seated himself, aud 
|vith his accustomed modesty drew the 
curtains half across the box. 
‘‘After the first act J. P. Wright, the 
stage manager, sent me word he would 
be unable to have the special song sung 
at that time, but he would try to have 
it rendered between the second and third 
acts. A sim ilar message was sent to me 
at the dost' of the second act, and I be­ 
came somewhat exercise d. I started to 
go upon the stage when I saw Booth on 
the balcony walking down the aisle in 
the direction of the president's box. He 
was seemingly attentive toward the act­ 
ing, for the curtain had again gone up. 
I encountered a scene shifter, Spangler, 
Whose office I afterward learned was to 
n out the lights in the theater as soon 
the shot was tired. He obstructed my 
sage. 
* ‘What do you want lure?’ he de- 
anded. 
In reply I told him it was 
none of his business. 
Mr. Wright ap- 
I pairing, Spangler left his position on 
the stage alongside the box in which 
was tho apparatus for illuminating the 
theater. I closed the lid of the l>ox mid 
sac upon it to talk to the manager, un­ 
conscious that I was spoiling the plan.

The largest goldfish farm in the world, 
if it may h e called such, is located in 
i?hclb y county, Ind., aliout 8 0 miles 
fr« lu IndiauaiK)lifi. 
Here the original 
goldfish men of the country have their 
prep**Knting institution. 
Thert' are two farms, eereral miles 
apart, which are devoted to the diflfer- 
(ut b ranches of the industry. 
In the 


n o r t h part of the county is one farm of 
c ight or ten acres. 
The other is a few 
miles farther south and is ab out half 
agaiu as large as the first pne. 
TfKlay there are in the various ponds 
of i^priug Lake fl-Jhery over 200,000 fish, 
from which s]M>eimens are constantly 
lun g s<mt to every state and territory 
of the Cuion. It is even said that some 
of the finest fish in the royal aquarium s 
of Europe were raised b y Mr. Shoup 
aud his partner at this farm. 
On each of the farm s spoken of are a 
large num b er of sm all ponds, some of 
them not much larger than ten feet 
square. 
These ponds are all connected 
with each other b y little channels, so 
that the w ater and fish can b e let from 
one to the other w ithout the least diffi­ 
culty. 
The b reeding ponds, which are, of 
course, the most im portant, are protect­ 
ed from the w ind and cold b y high em- 
b ankments around the edges. 
This is 
all the protection that is necessary for 
the fish, even in the w inter tim e, so it 
is seen that, although the fish are un­ 
doub tedly delicate, they are much more 
hardy than is generally supposed. 
{Several tim es a year the fish are sorted 
in the different ponds and classified so 
that the largest and finest ones w ill b e 
together, and those which w ill not b ring 
such good prices w ill b e b y themselves. 
Many people suppose that wiien the 
goldfish is first hatched from the egg it 
has the peculiar pretty m arkings on its 
scales which m ake it so b eautiful and 
valuab le. 
This is not the case. In its yonth in 
reality the fish is jn st the same as any 
ordinary and everyday fish, and looks 
like it for all the W’orld. Even an expert 
could scarcely tell it from the little 
minnows which are found in any stream. 
They are cf a w hitish, silvery color, 
and have not the least evidence of the 
b eautiful hues which they w ill later as­ 
sume. 
Sometimes, 
however, tlie 
goldfish 
grower is sadly disappointed in finding 
that his fish fail to acquire the golden 
tint for which he b us so long b t eii look­ 
ing in vain. There have Iwen many in­ 
stances tim e and again in whicli the fish 
never did change to the reddish color, 
b ut grew to b <‘ several years old, retain­ 
ing their w hite, silvery, youthful com­ 
plexion. 
Ordinarily, however, the fish 
develop the golden shade in less than a 
year. 
First, they b egin getting dark, some­ 
times b ecoming almost b lack. From the 
dark complexion they b egin turning to 
the reddish shade, and finally come ont 
in all their glory, full fledged goldfish. 
The food has not, as m any people 
suppose, the least thing to do w ith col­ 
oring the fish. 
All the fish are fed ex­ 
actly the same thing, toasted b read two 
or three times a week, and uotliing else 
is given them for their sub sistence. The 
®nn seems to b e the necessary agent and 
the only one to complete the scheme of 
nature, and even this sometimes does 
not work successfully. 
The greatest difficulty w ith which the 
goldfish raiser has to contend is the pc*st 
‘^OTld. 
Snakes, cats, coons, frogs aud 
insects innum erab le iire all fell destroy- 
ers of the goldfish, aud the crawfish is 
no means a second in the destruction 
'' hich he can work when he gets in the 
neighb orhood of the finny trib e. 
Some 
one must b e kept coustantly on watch 
the sea.'Jou of the year when the.se in­ 
sects and little anim als ab ound to see 
that they do not get into the w ater of 
the jKjnd where the fish are. 
Ihe sting of some insects W’ill kill a 
n>h in almost every instance. 
Snake 
h eikrs and some other well known in- 
t.^ fly close to the surface of the wa- 
ttr in the summ er time and w ith the 
k?' atest ease touch the tiny little fish 
►^viuiuiiug near the surface of the pool. 
■An egg ifc' laid on the fish or a stinger 
tnstrted, and either w ill invariab ly 
pt've fatal. 
The freaks and unusual developments 
» n the fish are the vari. ties which w ill 
klvvays b ring the b est prices in the m ar­ 
ket. O ld aud rare colors aud six)ts upon 
the scales are the m arls w hich are pre- 
j^rrrd b y fanciers. 
Unusual shapes in

He grew b y aud b y into a handsimie 
creature, one of tha largest of his spe­ 
cies and finely marked. 
When he had 
b een in Von der M adliem ’s piisst'ssion 
ab out two years, the b aron was recall­ 
ed to Berlin and took the anim al b ack 
w ith him. 
In Berlin the leopard occu­ 
pied the same place in his m aster’s , 
house that he had done b efore and fol­ 
lowed the b aron ab out the streets in the 
same way. 
A t first the sight of the creature 
stalking solemnly along b eside the m an 
created quite a sensation in the city, 
and people crowded to see them pass.

.sod. Comparatively Beth* is 
»y known about the little cold 
octal vertebrates that swim about in 
the aquariums in so many homes. 
Th* 
pets require a careful and syst* matic 
rai*iiiK that is scarcely appreciated by 
the se who expect to get them for small 
prices of dealers in the city. 
The largest goldfish farm in the world, 
if it may tx* called such, is located in 
bielby county, Iud., about 80 miles 
ft. ta Indianapolis. 
Hi re the original 
goldfish men of the country have their 
pr< ligating institution. 
There are two farms, several miles 
apart, which are devoted to the differ* 
cot branches of the industry. 
In the 
north part of the county is one farm of 
eight or ten acres. 
The other is a few* 
miles farther south and is about half 
again as large as the first one. 
Today there are in the various ponds 
of Spring Lake fishery over 200,000 fish, 
from which specimens are constantly 
I* mg sent to every state aud territory 
of the Union. It is even said that some 
of the finest fish in the royal aquariums 
of Europe were raised by Mr. Shoup 
aud his partner at this farm. 
On each of the farms spoken of are a 
large number of small ponds, some of 
them not much larger than ten feet 
square. These ponds are all connected 
with each other by little channels, so 
that the water and fish can be let from 
one to the other without the least diffi­ 
culty. 
The breeding ponds, which are, of 
course, the most important, are protect­ 
ed from the wind and cold by high em* 
baukments around the edges. 
This is 
all the protection that is necessary for 
the fish, even in the winter time, so it 
is seen that, although the fish are un­ 
doubtedly delicate, they are much more 
hardy than is generally supposed. 
S e v e ra l times a year the fish are sorted 
in the different ponds and classified so 
that the largest and finest ones will be 
together, and those which will not bring 
such good prices will be by themselves. 
Many people suppose that when the 
goldfish is first hatched from the egg it 
has the peculiar pretty markings on its 
scales which make it so beautiful aud 
valuable. 
This is not the case. In its youth in 
reality the fish is just the same as auy 
ordinary and everyday fish, and looks 
like it for all the world. Even an expert 
could scarcely tell it from the little 
minnows winch are found in any stream. 
They are cf a whitish, silvery color, 
aud have not the least evidence of the 
beautiful hues which they w ill later as­ 
sume. 
Sometimes, 
however, the 
goldfish 
grower is sadly disappointed in finding 
that his fish fail to acquire the golden 
tint for winch he has so long been look­ 
ing in vain. There have been many in­ 
stances time and again in which the fish 
never did change to the reddish color, 
but grew to be several years old, retain­ 
ing their white, silvery, youthful com­ 
plexion. 
Ordinarily, however, the fish 
develop the golden shade in less than a 
year. 
First, they begin getting dark, some­ 
times becoming almost black. From the 
dark complexion they begin turning to 
the reddish shade, aud finally come out 
in all their glory, full fledged goldfish. 
The food has not, as many people 
suppose, the least thing to do with col­ 
oring the fish. 
All the fish are fed ex­ 
actly the same thing, toasted bread two 
or three times a week, and nothing else 
is given them for their subsistence. The 
bud seems to be the necessary agent and 
the only one to complete the scheme of 
nature, and even this sometimes does 
not work successfully. 
I he greatest difficulty with which the 
goldfish raiser has to contend is the pest 
world. Snakes, cats, coons, frogs and 
insects innumerable are all fell destroy­ 
ers of the goldfish, aud the crawfish is 
by no means a second in the destruction 
Which he can work when he gets in the 
neighborhood of the finny tribe.
